The showing for 1912 is 
slightly better than 1011, but far below 1908,

Court Proves Police Weakness. 

The real test for police efficiency in han- 
dling feloni¢s Hes in the Municipal court. 
In 1908, five years ago, the polide succeeded 
in having held to the grand jury by the Mu- 
nicipal court 41 per cent of the persons 
charged with felonies. In 1912 the police 
failed sixty-five times where they succeeded 
thirty-sive times. In 1911 they failed sixty- 


These. figures are official, compiled by the 
satistician of the clerk of the Municipal 
court. . They are printed in the annual re- 
ports of the court every year. 

Even the grand jury, however, has thrown 
out 82 per cent of the felony cases submitted 
to it for several years. This means that thé 
police do net succeed in obfaining indict- 
ments In 24 per cent of the felony cases they | 7 
handle.

Convict Only 10 Per Cent. 

The records of the clerk of the Criminal 
covrt for nine years show that not more than 
40 per cent of the cases disposed of annually 
result in convictions. Forty per cent of 
twenty-four does not leave ten of the original 
100 felony charges with which the calculation 
started. The prosecutions fail in the Crim- 
inal court becaupe the pélice fail to get the 
evidence. 

One police official suggests that public sen- 
timent interferes with efficient police service 
as far as convicting a prisoner is concerned. | U 
It is pointed out that this is contradicted by 
the action of juries in crimes of violence. 
Comparatively few charged with beating, 
choking. or kicking a victim in the process 
of robbing him or taking his money at the 
point of a gun escape when they get before a 
jury in the Criminal court. 

Upwards of 85 per cent of thedefendants to 
crimes of this character are found guilty iff 
the evidence gets as far asa trial jury. 


Where the Police Fail. 

The total number ef felony charges brought 
in the Municipal court the year of 1912 were 
7,262. Thirty-five’and one-half per cent of 
these were held to the Criminal court. The 
other 64.5 per cent were: djsposed of as fol- 
lows: The defendants: for whom the war- 
rants had been issued could not be found by 
the police in 14 per cent of the cases. The | ® 
judges discharged nearly 22 per tent more.

For most of the felonies, except burglary, 
the number of warrants issued annuglty bears 
some close relationship to the amount of 
crime. Comparing the number of crimes, 
specially under the heotings of larcenies, 
burglaries, robberies. and other felonies, for 
the period between 1005 and 1010, It can be 
said that the number of warrants usually in- 
crease and decrease directly as the number 
of crimes, except for burglary. This seems 
to be the moet difficult crime for the Chicago 
police to handle, more difficult even than 
murder, for which there are more legal de- 
fenses in Dlinois than for any other ctime. 


Burglary Run Riot. 

The number of burglary warrants give 
no indication of tse actual amount of 
housebreaking. ‘Comparison of the number 
of crimes with warrants for six years demon- 
strates that three burglaries are committed 
on an average for every Warrant issued. At 
that ratio there were about 3,200 burglaries 
in 1912, nearly nine a day. 

The number of robberies has been grad- 
ually increasing yearly, according to the 
number of warrants issued? The number of 
warrants for each year is: 1908, 657; in 19098, 
882; in 1910, 839; In 1911, 968; in 1012, 1,015. 

The amount of slugging and murder con- 
nected with robbery has remained about sta- 
tionary for four years. 

The official police reports for the six years 
previous to 1912 show an average of 1562 war- 
rants a year charging assault with intent to 
commit robbery.

MUSIC THEMES OF ALL TIME. 


Tufts College Professor ‘Explains 
Value of His Catalogue Plan to 
Teachers and Publishers.

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Jan. 1.—[(Special.]—A 
proposition for making a card catalogue of 
the musical themes of all time was presented 
today before the National Association of 
Music Teachers by Prof. Leo Rich Lewis 
of Tufts college. 

Prof. Lewis already has listed 80,000 melo- 
dies in a private card index which has proved 
of much practical and scientific value to both 
himself and others. He hopes, with the co- 
operation of publishers of music, libraries, 
and musicians, as he expresses it, to “ at- 
| tach a string to most of the melodies in ex- 
istence.”” 

As Ulustrating the practical value of his 
index, the professor told of a firm of music 
publishers who wrote from “New Y¥ in 
haste, asking where, in its many collections, 
was a certain tune, the plates of which were 
missing, for an edition which they were 
about to put on the press.

MANEUVERS OF LITTLE VALUE 


Gen. Dickson Opposes National 
Aguard in U. 8. War Game. 


TOO INTRICATE FOR MEN, 


Tactics Beyond Intelligence of All but 
the Officers, He Says. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 1.—[Special. }—The 
participation of the Illinois national guard in 
the war game maneuvers with regular troops, 
such as were held at Sparta, Wis., last sum- 
mer, will not be repeated if the advice of 
Brig. Gen. F. 8. Dickson, adjutant general 
of the state, is followed. 

In his account of the maneuvers, contained 
in the report of Gen. A. L. Mills, chief of the 
war Hepartment division of militia affairs, 
made public today, Gen. Dickson says that 
better training is given militia through the 
participation of a battalion of regulars ina 
state encampment than in joint maneuvers 
as-at Sparta. 

“While doubtless exposing mytelf as a 
reactionary,” he says, ‘‘ yet in absolute can- 
dor I cannot agree with the many officers 
touching the superior advantages to be 
gained by extended and complicated joint 
maneuvers. 

“So far as the maneuver itself is con- 
cerned, I think, on the whole, it is of ques- 
tionable value from the fact that if there 
be a considerable force mobilized, the neces- 
sary ‘maneuver: undertaken simulates a war 
condition which is both beyond the intelll- 


| gence and jurisdiction of all but the few 


commanding officere. So far as the enlisted 
men are concerned it resolves itself into an 
endurance test. So far as the officers are 
concerne including those at least up to 
colonel commanding regiment, they are at- 
tempting to burden themselves with mat- 
ters which, in my temerity, I might sug- 
gest in actual warfare would be none of 
their business, but would probably belong 
to the general whose business it would be 


to plan.” 


LONDON TAXI DRIVERS STRIKE. 


Balk at Increase in Price of Petrol, 
Claiming They Cannot Earn Liv- 
ing Wage Under Agreement. . 


LINDON, Jan. 1.—An almost complete tie- 
up of taxicab service in London was effected 
today when the drivers struck. It was est} 
mated that 8,000 taxicabs stood idle, the 
only ones running being the few owned by 
individual drivers. The trouble is largely 
due to the inability of the companies, as they 
claim, to make the taxicab business profit- 
able. The drivers claim that they areunable 
to earn a living under the agreement that 
they furnish thelr own petrol. The drivers 
balked at an advance in the price of petrol 
from 8 to 13 pence.

Chicago Firm to Ask U.S. Supreme 
Court to Reverse Finding of Federal 
Cireuit Bench in Gas Jet Case, 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 1—An attempt to 
end restrictions against “ cut rates *’ on pat- 
ented articles will be made before the United 
States Supreme court early in the new year. 
The court will be urged to end the “ increas- 
ing practice” by manufacturers of requiring 
the retail sale of their patented articles at 
@ fixed price described as often exorbitant. 

This decision will be sought in the alleged 
infringement of the patent on a gas jet heat- 
er. The owner of the patent, the Kohler Die 
and Speciality company of Illinoia attached 
to the device a notice that the heater was 
“ licensed ’’ for sale and use only when sold 
fo the public at not less than $1.50 A Chi- 
cage firm sold the devices for $1.25 each. A 
sult for infringement resulted.

Others Believed Killed in Plunge 


Through Bridge Near Huntington, 
W. Va.—Several Injured. 


* Huntington, W. Va., Jan. 1.—Seven men 
were killed today when a west bound Chesa- 
peake and Ohio freight train crashed 
through a weakened bridge across Guyan- 
Gotte river at Guyandotte, a suburb near this 
city. Several others are believed to have 
lost their lives. More than a dozen were ia- 
jured. 

A crew of thirty or more iron workers were 
employed installing a double track system 
across the bridge when the freight train ap- 
proached. A few left their posts, it is said, 
believing the bridge unsafe. 

Water undérmining the piling that had 
been put in at low water stage is believed to 
have caused the wreck.
